Born in Singapore, she 
escaped with her mother, bro¬ 
ther and sister on the last ship 
out before the Japanese occu¬ 
pation. She came to radio via 
RADA, various repertory com¬ 
panies and a tour with Frankie 
Howerd in Hotel Paradiso. 

‘ Alastair Scott-Johnston was 
doing Variety Playhouse and I 
was offered a couple of sketches 
with Vic Oliver. Alastair must 
have been casting The Navy 
Lark at the time and he asked 
me to be in it.’ 

Troutbridge Is obviously a 
happy ship 1 It’s a tremendous 
team effort and great fun,’ she 
says. * Even if we haven’t seen 
each other for a year, when we 
meet to do a new series we pick 


it up as if it were yesterday. 

‘ And there’s always very 
funny off-the-cuff stuff when 
we’re rehearsing. Usually rude. 
We love letting off steam.’ 

Her marriage having broken 
up after 20 years, Heather 
now lives 1 out of a suitcase ’ - 
the bed on which she sat was 
at a friend’s West London 
home-and tends to miss her 
three Siamese cats, now with 
her mother in Wales. 

* Sometimes I take things 
very heavily,’ she says. 4 Other 
times 1 go into Harrods and 
run up a big bill on account- 
although I seem to use accounts 
only when 1 haven’t got any 
money.’ 

But she is resilient and un¬ 
willing to allow anything to 
deal her more than a glancing 
blow. Age, for example. 

‘ I’m 45. The year I was 40 I 
thought “ Oh God, how awful.” 


But It's how old you feel, how 
old you appear that matters- 
and I’ve played a very wide 
range of ages. 

‘ It’s like when people ask 
“ How tall are you? ” I answer: 
“That depends.” I’m not very 
tall, but I’ve played a lot of tall 
parts.’ 

And then Miss Chasen, sit¬ 
ting on the bed, living out of 
a suitcase, watching tennis on 
television, dabbling in antiques 
and laughing a lot, was happy 
to reflect upon her luck. 

‘ Of course I’ve been lucky. 
I'd go mad doing the same 
thing every day. 1 wanted to 
act, to be in the theatre and 
that happened. 

* As for The Navy Lark it’s 
been almost like a regular job, 
although one would have been 
absolutely amazed 15 years ago 
if someone had suggested it 
would last this long.'

HEATHER CHASEN, blonde, 
bouncy, neurotic and as bright 
as a neon strip, was sprawled 
comfortably across a bed. 1 1 
once did a play with Dame 
Sybil Thorndike, In which 
I played a homicidal, drunk¬ 
en, lesbian cook,’ she jokes. 

Miss Chasen describes her¬ 
self as a chameleon, which is 
undoubtedly one of the major 
reasons for her success: only 
an ever-changing personality 
could cope with 15 years and 
the deluge of characters she’s 
played in The Navy Lark. 

The only woman in the regu¬ 
lar cast, she has on occasion 
been seven different people in 
one episode, the best-known 
probably being the domineering 
Mrs Povey - ‘ A fella in drag ’ - 
and Heather, the sexy Wren. 
And there are new voices com¬ 
ing up: ' A ghastly girl called 
Myrtle, who’s Jon Pertwee’s 
niece, a Forbodian lady trawler 
skipper-cum-spy, and Mrs 
Gumm, a castaway, about 90, 
with no teeth.’ 

There’s also Heather Chasen, 
serious actress - the London 
and New York lead in A 
Severed Head , for which she 
received a nomination for a

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RARE FILM POSTERS 


The long lost 01/02 "Operation Fag End" re-appeared earlier this 
year. Issue No.8 of Navy Days heralded its return. For those of 
you not yet familiar with the recording, the story revolves around 
a certain CPO Pertwee and his get rich quick ideas; inevitably 
'smuggle' is a key issue. 

The casting for this, the second ever show, differed from week 
one and all others in the first series. If you read the Radio Times 
entry (12.04.1959) or listen to the show's continuity announcer, 
the clear message is that 'Pamela Buck' portrayed Joyce the 
telephone operator. Joyce was to reappear the following week 
and this time Heather Chasen returned to the cast and took the 
part. However, for this one broadcast Fenella Fielding became a 
member of the Troutbridge crew. It might be presumed that 
Pertwee managed to do do a deal with the Pay Corp. and siphon 
off a little earner for himself by putting someone else's name on 
the contract hoping to take an agent's fee for the appearance. 

Fenella writes” I had my big success in a musical called 
"Valmouth" and this led to a flurry of parts in many radio shows, 
television and film. I can only think my part in 'Navy Lark' must 
have been a very upper crust person as was everything else I did 
then." 

Listening to the show, Fenella gives a fine performance of an 
independent person not impressed by Lovable Leslie's chat-up 
lines or (un)professional behaviour! Her character's voice 
resonates with the familiar FF tonal range and indeed one would 
believe she was very 'well bred'. 

The BBC has not yet found a copy of this particular show, so 
those of you keen to build your own archive will need to use the 
Society’s library in due course in order to hear Fenella !

The merry month of May 2002 
ended the ponderous exercise 
with not one but TWO 
manifestations of the disc 
appearing. Our thanks indeed to 
Iden Adams of Southsea who has 
sent us a scan of his disc and 
cover. Iden tells us this was a pre 
- publicity issue acetate, the type 
issued to radio stations and 
reviewers to publicise the 
forthcoming release and get public 
interest higher. Keen eyes will 
note that the recording artist, a 
certain Leslie Phillips, signed the 
dust cover thus making this 
particular version unique. 
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A second copy came to light on 
the WWW after years of 
searching, also in May. This time 
an unplayed mint copy of the 45 
was found in a specialist 
collectors site. The ’A’ side "The 
Navy Lark" features Leslie Phillips 
half talking, half singing along 
with the familiar Movie theme 
music. A second, and as yet 
unknown voice, replies to the 
officer's bidding. "The Disk" is 
the 'B' side of the record. Leslie 
Phillips tells us he is a disc jockey 
(VERY up to date for 1959) but 
he has but ONE record to play 
which after the umpteenth time is 
driving him to despair. 


«as 
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If you bought 45 records in the 
50s and 60s, you will no doubt be 
aware that the ’B’ side sometimes 
was hard to fill! This is one 
recording release that perhaps - 
now the novelty of disc jockeys 
has well and truly gone - leaves 
us wanting. 


Another find, also related to the 
Movie "The Navy Lark", this time 
released by Hohner is music from 
the soundtrack played by Tommy 
Reilly. The disc appears to be an 
EP (extended play) as it boasts 
four tracks, 2 per side. 
Regrettably, the playing time 
barely gets to six minutes in total, 
and that’s it! The disc and cover 
acquired are in mint condition. 
The item was found in Germany 
and was totally unknown before. 


All the tracks will be put into the 
sound library in due course 
(hopefully by Christmas) and will 
be found in the miscellaneous 
section.

R adio’s Lost Property 

documents a quest; a trail 
strewn with riddles, 
mysterious gaps and secret 
treasures. The holy grail? Copies 
of programmes that once held 
millions spellbound but of which 
no known tapes exist. 

As this week’s Archive Hour 
explains, many old radio and TV 
programmes went out live, with no 
tape recording or disc kept for 
posterity. Others were recorded but 
not retained because of the costs of 
storage. And so, 18 months ago, the 
corporation launched Treasure 
Hunt, a public appeal to help 
locate the missing gems. 

The results, says the producer 
Simon Elmes, have been amazing. 
So amazing that he has weaved 
many of them together for 


Saturday's programme. “It's a 
completely mixed bag, with some 
items from former staff who'd kept 
their own copies of programmes, 
but a lot of mostly audio material 
from viewers and listeners who'd 
made their own illicit recordings 

“This will go on for 
as long as there are 
people clearing attics” 

with Grundigsand Ferrographs 
next to the radio or TV.” 

The BBC brought in special 
reconditioned equipment to play 
back some of the material that's 
now been recovered, including 
Paul Simon's first UK radio session, 
eveiy Archers omnibus from 


1959 to 1969, great swathes of 
golden-age radio comedy, and 
hundreds of hours of the live and 
never archived Music while You 
Work . And while there's still no sign 
of what Elmes calls “the holy grail” 
-television footage of the Beatles on 
Juke Box jury- the first quality sound 
recording of their appearance has 
now been uncovered. 

Elmes had what he calls a 
“Howard Carter moment” deep in 
the basement of the BBC World 
Service's Bush House, where a 
large parcel that had lain 
undisturbed for almost 50 years was 
unwrapped; “As the brown paper 
was ripped off, what emerged were 
all these special 16in LPs, pristine 
recordings originally intended for 
overseas but never sent ” Elmes's 
parcel contained the entire 1955 
run of Take It from Here - 
the classic comedy starring 
Jimmy Edwards and 
written by Frank Muir and 
Denis Norden - and that 
year's celebrated Reith 
lectures by art historian 
Nicholas Pevsner. 

But 18 months after 
Treasure Hunt started, can 
there be many more 
discoveries? “Oh yes”,, says 
Elmes. “Wonderful stuff is 
still coming in and I think 
this will go on for as long as 
there are people clearing 
attics. I haven't looked in 
mine yet, but as a child in 
the sixties I used to record all 
sorts of things off the radio. 
Who knows what could be 
there ” Quentin Cooper
